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REMARKS 

Applicants are in receipt of the Examiner's interview summary mailed May 1, 2009 
regarding a telephonic interview held with the Examiner on April 21, 2009. Applicants confirm 
that the interview summary correctly reflects that substance of the interview, with the following 
change. The interview summary stated that "Applicants will consider amending claim 43 to 
limit the promoter to include zebrafish muscle specific promoter." Applicants do not recall 
having discussed this possibility. However, Applicants did offer to amend the claims to recite a 
"fish" muscle promoter if that would have resulted in a notice of allowance, but the examiners 
refused this offer. 

Applicants would note that the Examiner was contacted more recently and advised that 
Applicants had decided to instead proceed to appeal based on their belief that the Examiner has 
failed to make out a prima facie rejection.
